ADDRESSED TO THE OFFICERS 


OF THE UNITED STATES INFANTRY. 

‘THERE are now two measures which have been pro- 
posed to you, vital to the interests of your arm of the 
service, but which are likely to result in very little bene- 
fit, owing to the apparent indifference with which they 
have been received. I refer to the compulsory retire- 
ment bill, originating with the officersof the 8th Infantry, 
and the three battalion organization bill, drawn up and 


originating with officers of the 12th Infantry. The | 


former affects the whole line of the Army, but the lat- 
ter is for the infantry alone. It is conceded on every 
hand that the Regular Army is too small to perform 
efficiently and economically the service which the coun- 
ity requires from it. Quite recently a concentration of 
troops became necessary in the Department of Arizona, 
owing to an outbreak on the San Carlos Indian reserva- 
tion. A portion of the 1st Cavalry, the 4th Artillery, 
and the 8th Infantry had to be sent, at enormous ex- 
pense, from the Department of California, portions of 
the 13th and 15th Infantry and 9th Cavalry from New 
Mexico, and the 4th Cavalry from Colorado. The 
emergency appeared to be so pressing that the 4th Cav- 
alry had to march just as the regiment was engaged in 
the delicate operation of moving the Ute Indians to 
their new reservation. These moves and the expense 
involved, and others of a similar nature, no doubt in- 
duced the General-in-chief to recommend, in his annual 
report, an increase of the companies of artillery and in- 
fantry from about thirty-five or forty men each to fifty 
privates for the same. This would, if concurred in by 
Congress, increase the strength of the Army say about 
four thousand nine hundred and fifty men. There can 
be no question but what this addition to the effective 
fighting force would add greatly to its efficiency; that it 
would lighten the burden of the enlisted men, now 
oppressed by overwork ; but it is also evident that it 
would give no relief to the officers who are even more 
interested than the enlisted soldier. Hundreds and 
thousands of the men gu in for one term of five years, 
and then not finding the Army all their fancies painted 
it, withdraw to civil life, where they are able to find 
nore congenial and more profitable employment. Not 
so with the officer. With him, when at length he 
makes that discovery, it is too late to throw aside the 
trappings and paraphernalia and habits of the military 
life. He must stick, or begin anew the disheartening 
struggle of life at the foot of the ladder, outstripped at 
the very beginning of the race by the companions of 
his youth, in all probability to make a dismal failure at 
theend. The officer has no future but that found in 
the promotion following faithful service to his country. 
The three vattalion bill is a comprehensive measure. 
What it would do if passed, would be to make the 
whole Army homogeneous, giving to the infantry the 
same organization as now existing in the artillery and 
cavalry, the same number of field officers in proportion 
to the number of men, and ending the stagnation in the 
infantry arm. The Army register shows to-day the 
names of more than one hundred captains of infantry 
who have held their commissions fifteen years and up- 
wards in that grade, and as many lieutenants almost as 
long a period. It is impossible to find a regiment of 
infantry where the ages of the captains will not average 
between forty-two and forty-four years. What will the 
majority of these captains be worth in six years from 
this time, taking into consideration the wear and tear of 
the service upon their physique’? Will they not be in 
the same superannuated condition as many of the field 
otlicers, desirous of retirement, but for whom no places 
Can be found upon the retired list? The question 
vaturally arises, how long can this condition of affairs 
Continue and the infantry retain its efficiency? This 
aspect of the case has never been presented in its true 
light to the country, and it is the country which will 
held its senators and representatives responsible for 
any disaster that may occur owing to a defective and 
Inadequate military system.

try has suffered from every reduction, that it has been 
steadily decreased regiment by regiment, and in the 
last fifteen years nineteen regiments have been dis- 
banded. During a good deal of that time promotion 
was absolutely at an end. This has worked to the 
especial disadvantage of the volunteer officers who en- 
tered the Army in subordinate grades at the reoganiza 
tion in 1866, after having held high and important com- 
mands during the war. 

A large political influence is wielded by Army officers, 
not directly, perhaps, but through their political friends, 
and it is suggested that this influence ought to be now 
invoked. About sixty per cent. of the infantry officers 
were appointed to the Regular Army at the end of the 
war from the volunteers, in recognition of their ser- 
vices. Most of these gentlemen belonged to the volun- 
teer organizations. Many of these keep. up auoual 
reunions to renew the associations of the war, and fight 
their battles o’er at the festive board. An appeal 
should be made to them by their old comrades for their 
assistance in passing the retirement law, and the three 
battalion reorganization bill. It is thought by many 
the responze would be hearty and potential for good to 
the service. It is not believed that these men will 
abandon their old comrades when they most need as- 
sistance to advance favorable legislation.

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir: Gen. Meigs, in bis recent report, recommends a 
compensation for officers doing duty as acting assistant 
quartermasters. While this is all very well, and would 
probably be acceptable to the officers concerned, I be- 
lieve every one of them would coincide in the opinion 
that the money thus devoted would be better employed 
in sustaining a grade of non-commissioned officers most 
necessary at every post—/. ¢., post quartermaster ser- 
geants. We have ordnance sergeants, commissary ser- 
geants, and hospital stewards, not one of which is as 
necessary for the proper admiaistration of post business 
as @ quartermaster sergeant, and all of which are pre- 
sumably established to assist officers in their duties who 
in no manner require the services of a competent, trust- 
worthy, and thoroughly-acquainted- with - everything 
subordinate as the post quartermaster. The duties— 
saving possibly in the case of the steward—of none of 
these non-commissioned staff officers approach in intri- 
cacy and constant responsibility those which are de- 
volved on the men who are detailed as acting quarter- 
master sergeants. Save when a new commander comes, 
the ordnance sergeant has hardly anything but routine 
duties. The commissary sergeant, while a necessary 
staff sergeant, has very simple duties, but the unfortu- 
nate being who for thirty-five cents a day surrenders 
his peace of mind and military quietude to the constant 
demands of every one; whose intellect must wrestle at 
one moment with a problem of special appropriations, 
at another with the renewing of a dislocated frying-pan ; 
who must satisfy the commanding officer’s wife in a 
matter of providiag her with a coal-hod that will match 
her carpet, and geatly arbitrate between the rival claims 
of an old first lieutenant and a young captain for the 
possession of a coveted base-burning stove; who must 
be able to doctor an indisposed mule and remedy a 
smoky chimney ; and, finally, who must be able to solve 
the whole problem of satisfying fifty different people or 
five hundred different items, and keep the post quarter- 
master on good terms with them and the chief quarter- 
master—surely such an Admirable Crichton sh3uld be a 
non-commissioned staff officer, and kept at one post, as 
commissary and ordnance sergeants are, not only for 
the uses above noted, bit to gently lead the new acting 
assistant quartermaster along the unfamiliar paths 
which otherwise he follows, into what deserts of state- 
ments of differences, what wildernesses, where fero- 
cious chief clerks gnash their official teeth and rend him 
into pieces.

HOW TO PREVENT DESERTIONS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Siz: It has occurred to me to inquire, apropos of the 

Adjutant-General’s report for the past year, which 
shows the desertions in the Army are in the enormous 
proportion of nearly fifty per cent. of the enlistments, 
whether a system for the purchase of discharges such 
as obtains in the British army would not be a partial 
remedy. The cause of desertion in our Army may not 
be easily ascertained, as the pay is good and the service 
always in a temperate climate ; but possibly the fact 
that an American soldier when worn out in the 
service receives no pension or other provision for his 
gold age, except he accept the National bounty at a sol 
edier’s home, which would be irksome to so many, and 
which is, I believe, not open to all who have served 
continuously for twenty-one years, may have some 
bearing on the question. 
The bill for retiring non-commissioned officers after 
long service, which was presented to Congress last ses- 
sion, would only partially cover this defect in our sys- 
tem, as privates are omitted from the benefits of the 
proposed act. If Congress, while improving the condi- 
tion of the soldier in this respect, would go a step fur- 
ther, .aad increase tie pay of the higher nona-co.nmis- 
sioned grades to a point commensurate with their du- 
ties and responsibilities, a higher class of men would 
enlist, and the non-conymissjoned officer would became 
the ‘‘back-bone of the Army.”

, upon desertion is no deterrent that the evil is so great, 
for from one to five years at hard labor is certainly 
severe enough. 

In the British army, on the other hand, the usual 
punishment is eighty-four days at hard labor, the latter 
consisting of a number of hours ‘shot drill” daily, and 
if the man has previously borne a good character, half 
the sentence is remitted, and he is returned to duty. 

As to the system of purchase above referred to, oe a 
man enlists, or *‘ takes the shilling,” he may at any time 
thereafter, before he is sworn in, buy his discharge for 
five shillings; after this he may buy out for twenty 
pounds, until, by length of service, the amount of pur- 
chase money is gradually decreased. And, finally, the 
fund thus created, and it is by no means small, is ap- 
plied to the payment of gratuities for distinguished 
service in the field and of other rewards for good con- 
duct.

FROM NEW MEXICO TO THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 


Oxpers at last broke up our camp in La Luz Canyoa, and 
a few days brought us to Santa Fe. Enjoying the hospitali- 
ties of the officers at this place, with a short rest, the cars, 
Atchison and Topeka, landed us on the evening of second 
day at Newton, and a branch road the next morning at Cald- 
well, Kansas. From here we took possession of a stage, and 
with two boards and our bedding prepared for a night’s rest. 
Passing Carrol, of the 9th, on the way, whom we had not 
een for 19 years, and crossing the most desolate waste of 
ountry, enlivened by such stage stations as Skeleton Rinch, 
ete., we arrived at Fort Reno the following day. This post 
is well kept, quarters good, but a bleak, bare position, con- 
stantly exposed to the winds, and nothing to relieve the eye. 
In a military sense the post is most important, having at the 
agency close at hand some 6,000 Indians—Arapahoes, Chey- 
ennes, etc. Randall, the post commander, is well suited for 
his responsibilities, has a fine reputation as a soldier, and 
fully ju tifies Gen. Pope in thus giving him an important 
command. An immense ameunt of money has been ex- 
pended by the Government for buildings for Indians, the 
whole together appearing like a village. 
Aride of 15 miles over a desolate waste brings you to the 
Canadian, a most treacherous stream, liable to rise at any 
moment, and whose channel changes from hour to hour. 
In fact, communication between Forts Sill and Reno and 


agencics can be cut at any time, and for weeks, by swollen 
stream. From here on, 27 miles to the Washita, the country 
is beautiful, and heavily timbered. The Washita Agency, of 


and much money has been expended upon its buildings, 
Why it should have been removed from Fort Sill, where it 
belongs, to 35 miles away, except to escape military espion- 
age, is a case of quien sabe. The last 25 miles of the ride to 
Fort Sillis through a beautiful country, and the location of 
Sill cannot be surpassed. Upon a well drained knoll, sur- 
rounded by trees, on the Medicine Bluff and Cache streams, 
with beautiful views in the distance, no post can be more 
picturesquely located. The quarters are fine, of stone, and 
for a garrison of 10 to 12 compaties, and the post is in most 
excellent order and police, reflecting much credit upon its 
former commander, Col. Mizner, 4th Cavalry. 

Sill, to keep it in condition, ought to have a large garrison. 
It is an important place to keep troops liable to be needed at 
a moment's notice, not only to quell Indian disturbances, but 
to keep out prospectors, adventurers, etc. Two of these 
poor devils were found to-day—found a mile below the post 
—one had been hung and shot three times, the other shot, 
by whom or when (witbia a few weeks from appearances), is 
recorded only in the ‘‘ Great Book,” to be revealed hereafter. 
The temptations for adventurers, with fine lands and mines 
of silver, as. well as others, lead them in, but they seldom 
get out, as the Indians are jealous of their possessions, and 
keep a watchful eye. With the exception of Colonel Henry, 
the post commander, none of the 9th have arrived. Hired 
transportation moves slowly, hence the delay, Cusack and 
Finley, of Troop G, Beyer, Humphrey, and Powell, of Troop 
U, will relieve Troops F and C, of the 4th, Major Davis, and 
Lieuts. Martin, Wheeler, and Dickinson. We are sorry to

In consequence of this letter the writer was tried by G, 
C. M. at Fort Walla Walla, Sept. 7, 1881, Major Francis L. 
Town, M. D., being president. The charge was “‘ conduct 
prejudicial to good order and military disciple, in violation 
ef the 620th Article of War,” on which the accused was 
found guilty, and sentenced to be confined at hard labor, in 
charge of the guard at the post where his company may be 
serving, for the period of seven months, and to forfeit to 
the United States ten dollars of his pay per month for the 
same period. The specitications alleged the publication of 
** false statements, to the discredit of the military service, 
its officers and soldiers.” In specifying the statements in 
the published letter which are declared to be false, the court 
include only those which are printed above in italics (the 
italics being ours, to indicate the character of the specifica- 
tions). It will be noted as « significant fact that the court 
does not include in its specitications of false statements the 
following, contained in the letter: ‘‘ Chaplains are, in fact, 
worthless; men cf ease, baving enough of this world’s 
things, but too proud to talk to men about their souls.” Did 
the court mean to signify their inability to disprove this state- 
ment, or did they intend to declare, with Mr. Toots, that it 
was ‘‘of no consequence ?”

W. Cox, Flipper’s 
servant, testified that his saddle-bags had been on bis saddle 
for months, except for one day, when being repaired, and 
that the saddle, with bags attached, was always kept in Flip- 
per’s quarters. Sergeant Dean testified that he was left to 
guard Flipper when arrested, and was in the room with him 
until he was removed tothe guardhouse. No one el-e was 
present except Col. Shafter, the officer of the day, and the 
sergeant of the guard. No one went to Flipper’s trunk and 
removed anything at that time. J. B. Shieids and A K. 
Kersey, merchants, testified that they had contribnted to 
make good Lieut. Flipper's deficiency, because of their re- 
spect for him as a perfect gentleman and their confidence in 
his integrity. The subscription for the deticiency wes gen- 
eral among the citizens. 

Tue funeral of Lieut. Clarke, U. 8. A., retired, whose 
death at Bucyrus, Ohio, we reported last week, took place 
at Cincianati November 23. The cfticiating clergyman. in 
the funeral sermon, said: ‘* We are inthe presence of death, 
a tragic death, and one around which the mystery attending 
it may never be solved. Whether he was robbed and foully 
murdered, as many believe, or whether he was accidentally 
struck by the passing train; or, again, whether while labor- 
ivg under a momentary aberration of mind, he threw bim- 
self before the engine, may never be known, but we do know 
that he died in the religion that he loved, and that upon bis 
body was fonnd the emblem of the Mother of our Saviour, 
which is known only to the Catholic Christian.” The Wash- 
ington Republican says: ‘‘ Mr. Clarke was about 36 years of 
age. He was a native of Lancastsr, Ohio, and was an adopt- 
ed son of the late Thomas Ewing, the father of Mrs. W. T. 
Sherman. When General Sherman was made Colonel of the 
13th Infantry, Clarke enlisted in the regiment iu 1862, and 
was soon after made a sergeant. When General Sherman's 
son, Willie, died at Memphis, Sergeant Clarke was the senior 
of the escort of non-commissioned cfticers of the 13th Infar- 
try who accompanied the remains North. He was madea 
lieutenant of the 2d Infantry June 7, 1864, and joined his 
command in the same mouth in the Army of the Potomac, 
and was almost at once detailed on the staff of Gen. Samuel 
Sprigg Carroll as aide-de-camp. Iu almost the first action, 
after this detail, he was severely wounded in the right fore- 
arm, which necessitated the resection of nearly four inches 
of the bone, and for this wound he was retired in 1865. He 
was a graduate of the Columbian Law School here, of the 
class of 1872, and since that date has been engaged in the 
practice of his profession at Cinciunati, with Colonel C. W. 
Moulton.

My Dear Miss Bartow: I received, some days ago, your 
letter enclosing me the papers relative to the Ked Cross of 
the Geneva Convention, and asking my as+istance in obtain- 
ing an official recognition of these artic..s. { fully agree 
with you that an association for the amelioration of the suf- 
ferings of the sick and wounded in armies in tims of war 
should have an official status inour country. In case of war 
in the future we should derive the greatest benefit had we 
an organizatiou officially charged with dispensing the chari- 
ties of the humane, and I hope you will be able to lay this 
matter before the Government in such a way as to iusure 
some favorable action at an early day. I have objections to 
some of the provisions in the articles, bat it would be well, 
I think, to make a beginning in this direction, even with an 
imperfect plan, and when war is actually with us, such allera- 
tions and modifications would take place as would meet the 
necessities of the situation.

He says: 





The squad consists of eight men—one corporal and seven 
privates—a set of fours in donble rank. The squad is the 
messing unit of the company. It is also a permanent organi 
zation in the sense that that term was used when speaking 
of the section, Its members march and fight and are bil- 
leted together. It is one link of the chain which constitutes 
the line of battle, one unit in the column of march. There 
is, in my opinion, no more important feature in the organi- 
zation of the French army than the squad. Without it, 
fighting a company in the extended order of the day would 
be simply impossible. With it, and competent subordinates, 
the captain’s control is complete. 


There seems to be little barrack vard drill and no 
dress parades in the French army. The new levies and 
the reservists are subjected to a very short course of 
squad drill three hours a day, but as a rule all drills are 
field exercises in the open country, resembling as closely 
as possible the operations of acfual war. Capt. Chester 
says: 

I have no hesitation in saying that the French system of 
training is the true one. Soldiers are no longer needed as 
ornaments aronnd the imperial palaces, so they are trained 
exclusively for work. They have lost in looks, but they have 
gained in usefulness. They are less stately than the machines 
that followed Frederick the Great and his modern imitators, 
but they can get over the ground faster. On the march they 
have the natural swing of the pedestrian; in the thicket the 
agility of the bunter. I could not help admiring the manner 
in which they surmounted obstacles. 


As to their physique, Capt. Chester thought the men 
were better than they looked. He says: 


Their columns were always closed up. There was no strag- 
gling. I saw only one straggler during the manceuvres, and 
e was evidently ill. 


Capt. Chester concludes that our system of training 
is at fault, as regards carrying the knapsack. ‘‘ Our 
soldiers and their knapsacks are not together enough to 
become familiar with each other.” 


The French knapsack is not unlike that carried by our 
troops during the war, and was no doubt the father of that 
much abused article. It is slung in exactly the same way, 
by two straps pas-ing under the arms, and two which are 
hooked to slides on the waist belt. But the French -soldier 
looks more at home with his pack than most of our soldiers 
did. . . . These facts struck me very forcibly. There 
was the identical knapsack which I had heard so often de- 
nounced as a cruel contrivance to make one pound as hard to 
carry as two, and which when fally packed became a burden 
which no man could carry twenty miles a day, being carried 
by smaller men than ours, not only without a murmur, but 
jauntilv, merrily. laughingly, through thickets and hedges, 
over dikes and ditches, on the skirmisn line and in support, 
standing up and lying down, marching in quick time and 
double time, running and resting, and seemingly no burden, 
certainly no incumbrance to the soldier. 


Capt. Chester proceeds to desvribe the way in which 
the soldief in all three arms disposes of his marching 
kit, showing a good deal of the proverbial French 
neatness and skiJl. French artillery harness is much 
like ours, except that a breast strap has superseded the 
collar; but it would be no advantage for us to adopt 
the change. He alse notes this: 


The fror.t sight of the French field gun is situated on the 
right rimbase, and consists of a square metal disc, perford- 
ted with a circular hole about one iuch in diameter. The 
cireular hole is tange>t to the upper side of the dise—thus 
ccnstituting what 18 called a buck horn sight, and a fine sight 
is obtained by making the narrow gap at the point of tav- 
gency, as seen through the peep hole in the breech sight, ex- 
actly cover the object. The breech sight is a steel rod, per- 
haps an inch square and a foot long, graduated for ranges 
and moving in a slot passing through the right side of the 
breech. The peep hole is in a movable cross piece, operated 
by a tangent screw, so as to give the allowance for wind, 
drift and inclination of ground. In the French artillery, the 
eye and skill of the guuner have been found more reliable 
than the pendulum Hausse, con-equentiy the breech sight is 
a rigid ove. It can be secured at any elevation by a set 
screw, and hes this advantage that it does not require to be 
rewoved when the gun is fired. 

The gun is fired by the cavnonier of the right, who turns 
his back on the enemy temporarily for that purpose. The 
lanyard is attached to bis left wrist, and presses through a 
wooden handle as far from the wrist loop as the soldier can 
reach with his right hand. I like the arrangement, except 
the facing about to fire, which would be rendered unneces- 
sary by using the connonier of the left for that purpose. 


The description of the actual manceuvres has been 
anticipated by the morning journals, from which we 
mude extracts at the time. However, in speaking of 
the fighting, Capt. Chester says: 

I observed some novel features which may be described 
and discussed under this head: First—long range firing - 
the skirmishers as a rule opened at Jong range, and rarely 
engaged at closer querters than 500 yards. While advancing 
their fire was supplemented by volleys from the supports and 
reserves. That these volleys could be effective is, in my 
opinion, extremely doubtful. Say the contending skirmishers 
are 800 yards apart. The supports would be 1,400 yards 
from each other, and the reserves 1,700 yards from the op- 
posite supports, which would be the nearest target worthy of 
attention, and as they are generally concealed or partially 
sheltered firing volleys at them from a distance of 1,700 yards 
must partake, more or less, of the character of random firing. 

Long-range firing, at visible masses, is not necessarily ran- 
dom firing, but tends toward it, as the range increases or the 
masses diminish. There must therefore be a point at which 
it becomes unprofitable. I am not aware that that point has 
Leen authoritatively determived ; but when I saw 56 men 
firing volleys at 28 men lying down 1,700 yards away, I 
doubted very much whether that game was worth the candle. 

All artillery fighting was at Jong range, 2,500 yards (esti- 
mated). Iam not aware upon what grounds, but it seems to 
be conceded ty many military men high in authority, that a 
battery cannot exi-t within 2,000 yards of a skirmish line. I 
can conceive of 10 greater absurdity. It may not be neszes 
sary to place a battery closer than 2,000 yards, but if it were 
ity safety would not necessarily be seriously compromised. I 
believe artillery is better able to cope with infautry than it 
was thirty years ago. 


Capt. Chester, finally, makes the excellent suggestion 
that the State troops should have just such annual field 
manceuvres as those at Limoges, necessarily, on @ 
smalier scale, assisted, perbaps, for the first few years, 
by regular officers, detailed to prepare the problems 
and to act as referees.

We have Leen unable to make such an appropriate display 
of our naval power abroad as will cause us to be ,respected, 
The exinbition of our weakuess in this important arm of 
difence is calculated to detract from our occupying in the 
eyes of foreign Snations that rank to which we know our- 
relves to be jusily entitled. It is a source of mortification to 
our officers and fellow-countrymen generally, that our 
vessels of war should stand in such mean contrast along- 
side of thore of other end inferior powers. 

The mercantile interests of our country have extended 
themselves over all quarters of the globe. Our citizens 
engaged in commerce with foreign nations look to the Navy 
for the supervisory protection of their persons and property. 
Calls are made upon the department to send vessels into 
different parts of the world, iu order to prevent threatened 
aggression upon the rights of American citizens, and to 
shield them in time of civil commotion in foreign lands from 
insult or personal indignity. It is to be deplored that in 
many such instances it has proved impossible to respond to 
these calls from the want of a sufticient number of vessels, 

These thing: ought not to be. While the Navy should 
not be large, it should at all times afford a nucleus for its 
enlargement upon an emergency. Its power of prompt and 
extended expausion should be established, [t should be 
rufticiently powerful ‘to assure the navigator that in what- 
soever sea he shall sail his ship he 1s protected by the stars 
and stripes of bis country.” 

But the claims of the Navy to consideration and for its 
maintenance in a state of becoming usefulness and dignity 
rest nut merely upon its power to protect the commerce and 
citizens of the na‘ion in time of peace, or when they may 
become imperiiled amidst the sudden ebullitions of hostility 
which cccasionally bursts forth in countries with which we 
are on terms of amity, Its cluims rests upon the most sacred 
trad tions of the Republic. It should be borne in mind that 
all the triumpus wuich illustrate the history of the Navy are 
connected with the glory of the nation. 

From the day of the assertion of our Independence down 
to the present time, our Navy has borne a conspicuous part 
in the trials and vicissitudes of the wars through which we 
have passed. In the Revolution it was feeble and defective 
in organization ; but by means of private cruisers and ves- 
sels contributed by the coloniesit seriously crippled the com- 
merce of Great Britain on the high seas, and, together with 
the naval forces of France, aided in achieving our Iudepeud- 
ence. A few years after this while yet in its infancy, at Tri- 
poli and ia tne Mediterranean, it abolished the unj. st trib- 
utes levied on commerce, and conferred new glory upon our 
National arms. In the last war with Great Britain, on the 
sexs aud on the lakes, its deeds of heroism and its brilliaut 
victories fairly dazzled the eyes of the world, while they bore 
a most important part in the establishment of peice. In 
1846 it was uuder the thunder of the guus of the Navy that 
we were enabled to land a large army at the port of Vera 
Cruz with a success almost unparalleled in warfare, and with 
but a trivial loss, while our ships patrolled the Gulf and held 
the euemy’s ports with a tight grasp. In our late rebellion 
it girdied our extensive coasts with a chain of vessels which 
sealed effectually all the Southern ports, from Virginia to the 
Rio Grande. I[t is believed that never in the history of the 
world has there been so extensive aud effective a blockade. 
Besides this. in contests with the cruisers of the enemy upon 
the high seas aud iu our rivera, it accomplished a series of 
inost wonderful and signal successes. 

Achieveweuts such #8 these constitnte a strong claim upon 
the affections of a patriotic ard grateful people. Their 
story becomes inter woven ia the lessuns of heroisin that are 
taught at every fireside throughout the land. They incul- 
cate that spirit uf pride of country which imparts a chivalric 
charm to patriotism and is a stimulant to honorable ambition 
and the love of glory. Without such a history, a country 
has not that iucentive to deeds of valor and self-sacritice 
which fires the hearts and strengthens the arms of a peo- 
ple at their country’s call, aud adds especially to the power 
aud perpetuity of a republic like ours, 

Nor do the claims of the Navy rest solely upon its ex, loits 
on the seas and iu times of war. It has made advauces in 
meteorology and astronomy which have largely extended 
the limits of ecientitic kuowledge. It has explored new 
seas, effected surveys of harbors and coasts at home and 
elsewhere, and even of the waters under tbe earth, which 
have proved of the greatest practical advantage. Its strides 
in the domain of science have proved great in importance 
aud extent. 

i. would be invidious to compare the officers of our Navy 
with those of other branches of the public service. It is 
but just, however, to say that they are alive to the import- 
zuce ot keeping up the high reputation of their predecessors 
in the Navy who have passed away, but left behind them 
the memory of an imperixhable fame; that they have fuily 
and faithfuily profited by the example of their predecessors, 
and have availed themselves of the ample advautages which 
the Government has extended to them for their thorough 
training in all the scientific, practical, and theoretical 
branches of their professiun. 

Upon the whole, whether it be as a means of self-protec- 
tion to the long line of cities and harbors upon our coasts, 
or to guard our commerce on the high seas ; or to insure our 
citizens sojourning in foreign lands and their property and 
persons against outrage: or to take and keep our proper 
place among natious; cr to maintain the sentiment of 
patriotism connected with our Navy, and with the memories 
of its d' parted heroes; or to reap the advantages of the re- 
searches, and labors of its officers in the further progress of 
advauced science ; it becomes the duty of Congress tu see to 
it that the Navy of the United States should not be left to 
perish through inanition, but should be restored to a condi- 
ticn of usefulness in which it may upon occasion be 80 ex- 
panded as to become the ready meaus of protection at home 
or of active and aggressive warfare in the ports and waters 
of au enemy. 

Considerations like these induced the department at an 
early period to adopt some means by which Congress should 
be induced to enlarge and restore to usefulness our languish- 
ing and neglected Navy. Wurned by the history of such 
attempts, often resulting heretofore in failure, it was thought 
Wise, so far as practicable, to present to Congress a scheme 
Wich would meet with the general approval of the different 
bre nches of the officers of the Navy. 

The dunger arising from the advocagy «f different and 
conflicting views and theories, it waa thought might be de- 
feated by the creation of an advisory board, Such a board 


was accordinuly ordered, and entered upon the discharge of | 
its duties on the 11th day of July last. The members of the 
loird were officers of recognized ability, experience. and 
attainments. Many of them had not yet reached the highest 
ranks in the service. It was deemed wise that thore who 
were to command the new ships, to navigate and perhaps to 


size, models, equipment, and armament. 

The department has been gratified to oj serve with what 
alacrity the board entered upon its important and arduous | 
| duties. It has labored faithfully and well. It brought to | 
| the discharge of its duties, judgments enlightened by high | 
| scientific attainments, large practical experience, and a/| 
knowledge of the most advanced improvements in naval | 
matters. Its recommendations avoid the perils and expendi- 
tures of experimental construction. It recommends proper | 
and effective vessels, combining sufficient speed, facility of | 
manceuvre, and a power of resist:nce deemed sufticiently 
effective for practical purposes. They are adapted to the 
depth of water in our ports and harbors; and whilst requir- 
ing no fine work, extravagant and useless, it is believed they 
will adequately supp'y the pressing wants of this arm of our 
power. vn reaching a result where there must necessarily 
have been divergent opinions, it is fortunate that there has 
been in the end so slight a difference in the views of the 
inem bers of the board, 

The department :1ecommends as entitled to the entite 
approbation of Congress. the adoption of the views of the 
majority of tke board. There is so slight a difference by a 
few members to it in its entirety, as to justify its being re- 
garded as the unanimous judgment of the board. Indeed 
the minority of the board themselves declare that the points 
of difference between them and the majority ‘‘ do not in any 
way militate against the objects of the department in calling 
an advisory board, but in their opinion further them by pre- 
senting additional arguments, and exhibiting the subject in 
a different light.” 

Following this is the usual summing up of the work 
of the year, the details of which will be found in our 
summaries of the reports of the various bureaus, some 
of which we give this week and others will follow. An 








the Department and of usefulness to the conntry. It 18 
believed that the Academy is in all respects, at this 
time, superior to any other naval school in the world. 
Tuis excellence arises from the system of instruction 
originally introduced at the first formation of the school, 
d by such reforms and improve- 
ments, in its curriculum and general management and 
discipline, as have become necessary in the course of 
time. The interest and zeal which have been exhibited 
by the corps of officers and instructors in charge of the 
Academy are entitled to comme dation.” 

For the first time in our history the Naval apprentice 
system seems to be established ona sure foundation, 
from which the Navy will soon reap material advant- 
ages. The training squadron may be relied upon in fu- 
ture to furnish a nucleus for seamen for the Navy. 

The condition of the Marine Corps is very satisfae- 
tory. Colonel McCawley’s recommendations concernin; 
an increase of the corps and a military prison, are calle 
to the attention of Congress, and appropriations for bar- 
racks at Pensacola and Norfolk are recommended. 

Legislation for the relief of civilian employees disa- 
bled in the service is recommended. 

The Secretary takes no stock in the coaling stations 
or the Isthmus, and has declined to treat for the 
Chiriqui grant for cogent reasons, which he gives. 

Referring to the decayed hulks and useless material at 
the Navy yards, Mr. Hunt says: ‘‘ Day by day, the 
process of deterioration and decay goes on, and will 
continue, until the relief contemplated takes the form of 
a law of Congress, and the property is authorized to be 
sold in accordance with the plan approved by the 
Senate. As a measure of economy, it should be 
promptly adopted. The department incurs a heavy 
outlay daily, in guarding this property, and in endeave 
oring to preserve it. It is to be hoped that this matter 
will receive prompt attention from Congress.” 





account of the Arctic expeditions of the Rodgers and 
Alliance are also given, the details of which we have 
already given to the same effect. Of the latter the 
Secretary says: 1 regret to say that the Adliance proved 
unsuccessful in the main object of her cruise. The 
number of vessels in the Navy is 140, of which 25 are 
mere tugs, with a very large number of others utterly 
useless, and which could not, without a great expendi- 
ture of money, be made fit for service. We are told 
that it is proposed to experiment with the electric light 
for illuminating purposes in place of oil ‘amps and can- 
dies. lt is expected that the electric light will even- 
tually prove to be not only a better, but a safer and 
more economical means of lighting ships and for pre- 
venting collisions, while its use in time of war will be 
invaluable for detecting approaching torpedo boats and 
for other purposes. 

In view of the facts stated in the report of the Bureau 
of Ordnance, the Secretary says: ‘‘ It would seem that 
the very moderate number of ten guns now estimated 
fur by the Bureau of Ordnance should meet witk 
favorable consitieration, particularly as it is desired to 
build them in our own country, except perhaps two or 
three which it may be thought advisable to procure 
abroad as models or exponents of the results of the 
practical experience of other countries.” He adds: 

‘Tt is time now that we should call upon our steel- 
makers for a serious effort to furnish material of proper 
quality fer the manufacture of naval cannon, and the 
guns now asked for may perhaps constitute an induce- 
ment for some of our firms ‘to study the subject more 
closely than they have heretofore done. A new arma- 
ment should be procured without delay, and if it cannot 
be produced in this country we will be forced to go 
abroad for it. 

‘‘ During the year the torpedo station has done very 
useful work, ard has turned out a class of officers well 
instructed in the elements o! torpedo attack and 
defence. A new Lay torpedo, Jately purchased by the 
department, shows a very considerable excess of speed 
above those previously furnished, and another mova- 
ble torpedo that has been experimented with, the 
results being encouraging.” 

There are various methods in vogue for the destruc- 
tion and removal of hostile torpedoes, and these ap- 
pliances are being constantly perfected. In view of 
this state of affairs, it would be rash, indeed, to place 
our reliance upon torpedoes alone. The two destruc. 


In conclusion, the hardships of Commodore Whiting’s 
case are especially commended to the consideration of 
Congress, and it is recommended that he be retired 
with the rank of Commodore.

He says: The operations of the Bureau for many preceding 
years and for nearly the whole of the year now closing, 
were directed by Commo, Wm. N. Jeffers, whose ability and 
experience are so well known to the Department and to the 
Navy generally. He introduced improvements of vital im- 
portance, and the adoption of almost all the modern 
ordnance appliances, now in use in the Navy, 18 due to bis 
direction and efforts. 

During this year the Ordnance Department has been 
largely employed in the preparation of outfits for such 
ships as were needed for service. The batteries of these 
vessels gonsist mainly of smooth-bore guns, on account of 
the want of funds and facilities for the introduction of a 
suitable rifled armament. In all cases, however, at least one 
converted 8-inch rifled muzzle-loading gun and a converted 
60-pounder breech-loading rifle were placed on board each 
ship. 

One vessel, the Lancaster, is provided with an entare 
battery of 8-inch converted muzzle loading rifles, mounted 
upon carriages worked by mechanical gearing, and so 
pivoted as to give an unusual horizontal arc of fire, together 
with greatly increased facility of training. The improved 
rapid firing Gatling gun has been placed on all the ships 
lately commissioned ; and, in addition, one of these guns 
has been sent to each vessel on the Asiatic Station. The 
Hotchkiss magazine nfle has also been issued as occasion 
offered, and is now in use on most of the ships in commis- 
sion. The 300 Lee breech-loading rifles, cal. 45, ordered for 
the Navy, are in course of manufacture at the Remington 
Armory, Llion, N. Y. When the guns are received they will 
be issued to the service on trial, Twenty-one Hotchkiss re- 
volving cannon, of 1.45 calibre, and throwing a projectile 
weighing about a pound, were purchased by my predecessor, 
Seventeen of these have been delivered by the manufac- 
turer. and have been issued to service. Two heavier guns 
of this class are in course of manufacture for the Bureau b 








tive agents (artillery and torpedoes) supplement each 
other; and, as a rule, must be employed together. I 
deem it proper to direct the attention of Congress to the 
invention by Capt. John Ericsson of a system of tor- 
pedoes for attack, as developed in the Ericsso torpedo 
hoat, the Destroyer. Experiments of an interesting na- 
ture have been made of this invention, in the presence 
of the department and of scientific persous whose judg- 
ment is entitled to respect in such matters. The de- 
partment deems the inventions of sufficient importance 
to warrant the appointment of a board, to be charged 
with a full and thorough investigation of the methods 
employed, in order to accomplish the contemplated pur- 
pose. The board will be instructed to report the result 
of its investivation, and that report will be submitted 
hereafter to Congress for such action as, in its judgment, 
may be deemed proper. oe 

It is recommended that no more wooden buildings be 
erected in our Navy-yards, and that the dangerous work 
which resulted in the recent explosion of a torpedo or 
rocket at Washington be removed from the yards. 

The anomalous condition of the passed assistant engi- 
neers with regard to pay is recommended to the favor- 
able consideration of Congress. 

The expenditures for the year ending June 30, 1881,w 
$15, 280,504.76, leaving a balance of $2, 262,498.91 from 
the amount available for the year. The appropriations

Mr. Hotchkiss. These throw projectiles of 2.42 pounds an 
4 pounds respectively, and it is understood thst larger 
calibree are being designed. The chief province of heavy 
machine guns has heretofore been defence against torpedo 
boat-. But their calibre and power having been greatly in- 
creased of late, these pieces can now play an important part 
in naval «ngagements, as their projectiles are capable of 
piercing the sides of unarmored ships of war. They also 
penetrate one and a half inches of steel plate at moderate 
ranges, and their introduction will, doubtle-s, soon render 
necessary the shielding of all great guns not already covered 
by armor. It is highly probable that still heavier calibres of 
machine guns will be found very effective and u‘eful in the 
future. 

The most important question of armament now pressing 
for attention, is the manutacture of suitable high power 
rifled cannon for the Navy; and that steel is the proper 
material to be employed in the construction of such gun, is 
admitted by most naval men. It is very desirable to reduce 
the weight of naval guns as much as practicable, as thereby 
a relatively greater number can be mounted on any given 
ship, her battery power being correspondingly increased. 
Owing to its great strength, sieel can bear high power 
pressures, with a less thickness of wall than would be neces- 
sary if any other metal were used, and hence its peculiar 
fitaess for use on shipboard 

To we suitable for such a purpose, however, the steel, 
besides being perfectly sound, must a particular 
combination of strength, elasticity, and ductility. Rigid 
tests are in use to ascertain the existence and proper com- 
bination of these qualities ; and if the metal fails to meet 
tke requirements, it must be rejected, and is consequently 
thrown upon the hands of the producer. As the combina- 
tion of qualities referred to is difficult to obtain with 
jert»ioty, especially in large masses, such as gun tubes and 
cacketa, and as the demand for ordivary merchant steel is 
constantly increasing, steel makers are reluctant to attempt 
the production «f gun i ota; besides which a very few

REGULARS AND MILITIA. 


Wnuen the war of the Rebellion broke out, twenty 
vears ago, the number of officers on active service in 
the Regular Army who had practical experience in han. 
dling large bodies of troops in the field—brigades, divi- 
sions, corps, and armies—was exceedingly limited. 
The commanders in the war with Mexico had nearly all 
passed away. There remained many, however, who 
had been engaged in that war, although not holding high 
commands iu it. Upon these tthe terrible exigency of 
public affairs in the early days of the Rebellion imposed 
heavy responsibilities; but, after some failures, disas- 
ters, and repulses, the necessary leaders were evolved, 
who conducted the war to a successful conclusion. To 
reach this conclusion, however, entailed many severe 
lessons, and we may well, looking back over nearly a 
fifth of a century, ask ourselves the question, How have 
we improved the comparative leisure of peace to avail 
ourselves of these lessons, so that when again con- 
fronted with a great dasger a worse thing may not 
befall ? 

In 1865, the war ended, the volunteer armies were 
disbanded, and the Regular Army fell back into its ac- 
customed routine of duty. Its officers who had held 
high rank and important commands during hostilities 
gracefully resumed the duties of their minor regular 
positions, as indicated by the Army Register. The six- 
een years which have elapsed have made many 
changes amongst them; some have passed away, others 
have retired from active service, and the number of 
those possessing large and practical experience of com- 
manding men in the field is rapidly dwindling away 
year by year. There still remain many on the active 
list who fought through the war, but it may safely be 
asserted that the large majority of our officers of the 
present day and generation have no practical experience 
whatever in leadership. 

In this aspect of the case it seeins to us a question of 
grave moment as to how this practical military expe- 
rience for command is to be gained by those who may 
at apy moment be called upon to exercise it. The 
Regular Army alone cannot furnish it, for it is scat- 
tered in small detachments over the vast extent of our 
territory. Our tactics, beyond the school of the com- 
pany and battalion, rest largely upon theory, and it 
needs practice to determine whether they fully meet the 
requirements of actual] and extended warfare. 

The question as to how the required experience is to 
be gained was in some measure determined at York 
town, although that celebration offered only a sugges 


' thousand troops, this including a nucleus of Regulars 
and the militia of the principal States. We had a general 
officer in command whose experience, and ability to han 
dle an army in the field, bas been fully demonstrated on 
momentous battle-fields, and whose vigor and energy 
are unabated. Had the powers that be so willed it, we 
might have had at Ycrktown a series of *‘ autumn man- 
q@uvres” which would have been of the greatest service 
to both regulars and militia. The chance wus offered, 
but as a review only was contemplated, the regiments 
were hurried to the scene, went through a few battalion 
drills, marched past the reviewing stand, and then left 
for their homes. The magnificent opportunity for 
; practical manceuvres on an extensive scale was not 
taken advantage ot. 

But what was done, or rather not done, at Yorktown 
this year, may be done at soe other place next year 
with a more definite purpose. Day by day the regulars 
and militia are becoming more assimilated, and the 
latter are not unwilling to learn what they can from 
those who have devoted their lives to the profession of 
arms. Nor are the former above learning where there 
is aught to learn. 
as many regulars and militia as practicable should be 


At some stated period in each year 


brought together in camp, placed in command of a 
general officer of experience iu warfare, fud taught the 
art of war in such shape as might be practicable with 
the nuinber of troops massed together. There is noth- 
ing diificult or impracticable in such an undertaking, 
and it would serve to keep alive and vigorous the mili- 
tary spirit of our soldiers, be they militia or regulars. 
We belong ts the great Anglo-Saxon race, aud though 
it may at times please usto affect to think lightly of 
military glory, events have proved over and over again 
that we are just as fond of it as our neighbors, and as 
ready to reward it. The periodical encampment of 
availabie regulars and militia seems to meet the neces. 
sity we have spoken of ; the expense would not be great, 
divided between the States and the United States, and 
the practical benefit cannot be overestimated. We shall 
have more to say on this subject hereafter, contenting 
ourseives at present with this brief suggestion of an 
undertaking which, if carried out, will prove of incal- 
culable benefit to the country in general, and to its sol- 
diers in particular, and in this connection we commend 
to the attention of our readers the article by Gen. 
Dabney H. Maury, which uppears under our heading of 
State Troops. 





REPORT OF THE ADVISORY BOARD. 


Tue fuil text of the majority report of the Nava, 
Advisory Board which we priot in other columns this 
week, will be found to justify in all respects the sum- 
mary of iis conteuts given in the JourNaL of November 
12. Its length, and the pressure of other official docu- 
ments upon Our space, prevent us from reviewing it in 
the present number. It wiil go before Congress with 
the force justly attaciing to the names of the able and 
distinguished officers who siga it, and it is sure to pro- 
vuke that serious coasideration and discussion of our 
naval needs which the service has hitherto vainly sought 
to obtain. 

The four members of the Advisory Board wio were 
called together by Secretary Huot last week tu recoa- 
sider their minority report, concluded their work at the 
ead of the week. They revised their report by leaving 
dul those views which they held in commou with the 
majority, and the discussions pertaining thereto, simply 
setting forth five points of dissent, which are as 
foliows : 

The first relates to the weigit of battery recom- 
mended for the uaarmored vessels, which they consider 
too heavy. Tais includes a criticism of the 
method used by the Ordaaace Com.nittee, namely, that 
of comparing the strengths of batteries un our vessels 
with those of foreiga navies. Tie second relates to the 
poop cabius recomuiended by the Board for ships of 
about 3,000 tous. The third aud maio point of dif 
fereuce relates to the recommendation that certaia of 
the vessels be buili of steel. The miuority consider the 
advantages to be realized from this material not suffi- 
cient to warrant its iatroduction. The fourth relates tv 
ihe recommendation of a dcuble decked first rate 
of about 4,500 tons. The minority recommeud instead 
a single decked first rate of about 4,200 tons. The fifth 
and last poiot relates to certain other types of fighting 
vessels than those recommended ia the same report. 
The dissenting members do not hoid, however, that 
they need be recommended at present.

With the novitiate soldier recruiting nowa- 
days is perhaps too much a matter of fact arrangement, 
and life and gayety might be infused into it with ad- 
vantage. Even the best class of recruits like a little 
coaxing, and the sergeant likes to air to the listening 
candidates his military experience and descant upon the 
charms of a military career. The presect system, ad- 
mirable in its mechanical arrangements, makes no 
appeal to the imagipvation, and possibly a small bounty 
and a little more fuss and feathers might not be objec- 
tionable, and certainly would aid the recruiting sergeant 
in his daily efforts to secure material for the ranks of 
the Army.

A CORRESPONDENT asks us to keep Gen. Drum’s re- 
cent recommendation in regard to general service clerks 
at Division and Department ILeadquarters, well to the 
front. We may say that there is every reason to be- 
lieve that definite action will be taken iu the direction 
suggested by Gen. Drum this winter. 


Gen. Apsor, commanding Engineer Battalion and 
Post of Willet’s Point, has, in an order of November 
23. defined the course of winter instruction for the 
3attalion, commencing December 1. As usual, the 
course is very thorough, practically and theoretically, 
ranging from torpedo instruction to meteoro'ogy and 
field astronomy. Nor has the general education of the 
enlisted men been neglected. 








We have received complaints from Fort Keogh, Mon- 
tana, that the P. O. Department will persist in sending 
mail matter for Keogh by Rock Creek, which takes 
fifteen days from New York, instead of by way of Bis- 
marck, which only takes seven days. Bismarck is 
within eighteen miles of the railroad, whereas by the 
other route mail matter has to be carried over 500 miles 
by stage. 








REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 

Secretary Lincoln’s report is mainly occupied with 
brief summaries, such as we have already published, of 
the annual reports of the heads of the various bureaus 
of the War Department, showing the work for the year. 
With these are interspersed approvals of their recom- 
mendations, or recommendations and suggestions of his 
own. All of these last we give here. 

The Secretary states that the expenditures for 1880-81 
were $42, 122,201.39. The appropria‘ions for 1881-82 
were #44,889,725.42. The estimates for 1882-83 are 
#44,541,276.91. The estimates presented by the Chief 
of Engineers the Secretary has reduced from $39,099,800 
to $10,659,000, which he thinks ‘‘a :easonable allow 
ance” for fortifications, improviog rivers and harbors, 
public buildings in and near Washington, and survey of 
tne lakes. 

The report of the General of the Army, which we 
have already published, is referred to for particulars of 
the service. His recommendation for an increase of 
the Army is most earnestly concurred in; also his 
recommendation that sec. 12382, R.S., be amended so 
as to read : 

**Sec. 1232. No officer shall use an enlisted man as a 
servant, in any case whatever, without proper compen- 
sation, or without his own consent and that of his com- 
manding officer.” He says: ‘‘It appears that in many 
remote places no servants cau possibly be obtained, and 
officers must not only cook their own meals, but groom 
their horses, or violate the law as it now stands. 
It would seem clear that no officer can habitually do 
such work and properly supervise his company and 
command.” 

Legislation is asked ‘‘to prevent intrusion upon In- 

dian lands, especialiy fsom Kansas, into the Indian 
Territory.” Imprisonment should be added to the fine 
for such offence imposed by sec. 2148, R. §. 
_ The request of the Adjutant-General to employ civil- 
lan clerks and his recommendations concerning general 
Service clerks are approved, and attentiun is called to 
his recominendation concerning allowances to officers on 
G C. M. and board duty. 

_The Secretary refers to the work of the Laspector 
General’s Department, and says: ‘‘There are three 
Inilitary divisions and nine departments, each of which 
ought to have ar inspector-general, This would neces- 
Sitate fourteen officers in all—--an increase in this corps 
Of nine officers, each of whom should have the right to 
euiploy one clerk, with the same compensation which 
is uow allowed to paymasters’ clerks,” 


Summing up the report of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, the Secretary says: ‘‘In view of the advisability 
of having an officer of the corps at each of the ten geo- 
graphical military departments, and at the Military 
Academy as professor of law, the repeal of the law 
limiting the number of judge advocates to four, and the 
organization of the corps oa the same basis as the other 
staff corps of the Army, are recommended, this being 
the only corps in which there is no promotion to serve 
as an incentive to duty. In all other branches of the 
service officers can look forward to reaching the rank of 
colonel, while in the corps of judge advocates all are of 
one rank—that of major—which has been held by its 
members for periods ranging from eight to nineteen 
years. It is not perceived why such a discrimination 
should exist against an expert corps, requiring in the 
exercise of its functions professions! attainments of a 
high order, and I recommend appropriate legislation to 
remove it. With a properly organized corps of sufii- 
cient strength to furnish each military department with 
one of its officers, it is believed that many trials by 
courts-inartial could be avoided through preliminary 
examination, and much expense to the Government 
saved thereby.” 

The revision of Articles of War (65-71, inclusive) and 
Articles 72, 90, and 91 is recommended. 

The administration of the military prison at Fort 
Leavenworth is described and warmly commended, and 
the recommendation is earnestly made that the Gov- 
ernor be allowed the local rank of colonel, with the pay 
and allowances of that grade. The recommendation of 
last year that the earnings of the prison be applied to 
its maintenance is renewed. 

Allowance for officers serving as Acting A. Q. M.’s, 
such as is by law granted to Acting C. §8., under the 
same circumstances, is recommended. A special appro- 
priation is asked to provide a working stock of clothing 
and equipage to be placed in depot. The Secretary 
says: ‘Ine law which abolished issue of fuel to offi- 
cers causes great hardship to those who are stationed at 
military posts in inclement climates and on the prairies, 
where fuel is scarce and costly. It is much to be de- 
sired that this allowance be restored. It is considered 
by officers of the Army even more unjust to those in 
the wilderness than the abolition of the forage-ration 
was to those living east of the Mississippi. That com- 
plaint has been put an end to by the law of February 
24, 1881, but the question of fuel has failed to meet 
Congressional remedy.” Attention is called to the re. 
commendation by the Commissary General that sales of 
subsistence stores be made to officers and men at cost 
prices, as formerly. The addition of ‘‘tobaccu” to sec- 
tion 1144, R. 8., and the repeal of section 1149 and 1301 
is recommended :0 that tobacco may kept on sale the 
same as other articles and save the very considerable ex- 
pense for clerical services which the present system in- 
volves. Measures are asked to stop the frequent de- 
mand upon the Wa~ Department for the subsistence of 
Indians. ‘The introduction of enlisted cooks into the 
Army, to prepare the rations of the companies, troops, 
and batteries, under such regulations as may be pre- 
scribed uncer section 1174, Revised Statutes, 1s recom- 
mended. The question of the sufficiency or insufficiency 
of the Army ration for satisfying the requirements of 
the soldier ior food is ably discussed, by officers who 
have given great attentiou to the subject, in reports ap- 
pended to the annual report of the Commissary General. 
The outcome of the whole discussion would seem to in- 
dicate the sufficiency of the present ration as a whole, 
if issued to and cousumed Ly the men, or if the product 
of such of it as may be sold is applied exclusively to 
the purchase of food for the men.” 

The Secretary suns up the reports from the Medical 
Department and the Pay Depariment, but makes no re- 
commendation coucerning them. He calls attention to 
the recommendations concerning a fire proct building 
for the Army Medical Museu:n and Library, and to the 
hardship upun officers at remote stations, caused by the 
deduction of one-half their pay during that part of a 
leave which is in excess of thirty days in any one year. 
Special attention is called to the work of the Engineer 
Corps, and the Secretary says: 

I invite es; ecial aitent oa to that part of the report of the 
Cuiet of Kngineers which refers to our sea-coast defences, 
For many years, duriug which no work whatever hes been 
done upon these defences except for their preservation and 
repair, under small appropriations confined to these purposes 
by law. the Chief of Engineers has called attention in his 
annual reporis to the very great danger which resuits from 
leaving our fortifications in their present condition. The 
casemated works, which necessarily form a large part of our 
sea-coast defences, were built before the invention of modern 
armor, and before the introduction of ritied guus into mari- 
time warfure. They are built of masonry, unprotected by 
armor, and although in their day they were equal to any ia 
the world. tney are utterly uniitted to withstand the assaults 
of modern ships of war. ‘he Chief of Engineers shows that 
a defence by fortificatious aud torpedoes is the only one 
which 1s at aii practicable fur cuasis as extended as ours, 
compriniag so mauy rich maritime cities, extensive navy- 
yards, and dep»ts of supply; that any attempt at any other 
mode of defeu-e would be enormously expensive both for 
trst cost and cost of msintenance, and that it is the only 
mode adopted by maritime nations. Experience shows that 
modern wars come on s iddenly; that rerious iaternational 
disputes occur between nations the re!auious of which are 
apparently the most unlikely to be other than triendly, and 
that a condition of readiness for defence and an attitude of 
beiligereucy are sometimes the best preventives of actual 
war. We know that the necessary new works and the proper 
modifications of our old works will req tire many years for 
their completion, and it seems simply a matter of common 
prudence that we commence without delay, and under liberal 
appiop iations, to put our coasts in an efficient condition of 
defence 
1 also commend attention to that part of the report of the 
Chief of Engineers which speaks of the needs of our torpedo 
system, and tue importance of increasing the streugth « f the 
Kuginueer Battalion to 520 men, the minimum number con- 
sistent widh reasonable efficiency. The work of engineer 
troops is more technical than is required in any other pit of 
the Arwy, aud wuile thia is »0 they are regular soldiere, 
thoroughly instructed in infantry tactics, and ape as availeble 
in anemeig ne: 8 «by tl "> peo the noe for any duty 





that may be requued of soldiers. On our torpedy service 


much will depend in future wars, and 520 men in traini ng: 
for that service, for all our coasts and all our harbors, seems 
but a small number, and the desire of the Chief of Engineers 
for an increare of 320 men abeve the 200 to which the batta- 
lion 1s limited by ordeis, under the reductiun of the Army to 
25.000 men, is a reasonable one, and should be granted. No 
increase of officers is necessary, simply a provision of law 
authorizing the recruitment of the Engineer Battalion by 
the number necessary to raise its streugth to 520 enlisted 
men, this number to be in addition to the 25,000 men who 
now cons.itute the entire Army, if my recommendation for a 
repeal of recent restrictions as to the enlsted force of the 
Army is not concurred in. The maximum strength of the 
battalion, as authorized by ex sting law, is 752, or 232 more 
than the strength recommended, 


An increased appropriation for accumulating a large 
reserve of small arms is asked, and authority to give to 
States making requisitions for arms to arm their mili- 
tia, the allotment of erms to other States not called for. 
‘Under the practical working of the present system, 
advances of arms strictly unlawful are made to those 
States which have a large force of organized militia, 
and acredit is left standing on the record to States 
which take no such steps for the public protection.” 

Under the heading of the ‘‘ Sigual Office,” the Secre- 
lary Says: 

Attention is earnestly invited to the remarks of the Chief 
Signal Officer upon the subject of a permanent organization, 
to obviate the necessity of calling for details of oftivers from 
regiments. The work done by him undoubtedly requires the 
assistance of a number of officers in addition to the scientific 
staff of civilians. OJlicers of the Engineer and Ordn ince 
Corps cannot properly be detailed on such duty, not only for 
the reason that their actual services in their own depirt- 
ments are constantly required, but because it would be av 
ict of injustice to take them away from duties and studies of 
a very technical character, proficiency in which is a condition 
precedent to promotion, The taking of officers from the 
line of the Army is now the only course left, but th's is ob 
jectiona! le, as the officer is nearly always detailed in opposi- 
tion to the wishes of his commanding officers; the detail 
removes him from his proper military duties, imposes an 
undue share of company and regimental duty upou his bro- 
ther officers remaining with the troops, and, at last, if the 
officer's services are’ valuable, results in conflicting claims 
for his return and his retention, always annoying, and some- 
times difficult to decide. 

It will be seen from the elaborate and interesting re of 
the Chief Siznal Officer that the work of the Weather Bureau 
is highly scientific and wholly uumilitary, ani that it de- 
pends for its value upon constant observations made at many 
stations, and continuous records of those observations, Any 
interruption, however short, at any stition, makes a gap in 
the complete records, upon whose perfection rests the ac- 
curacy of calculated results. Tbis work occupies all the time 
of the force under the Chief Sigual Onticer, detailed officers, 
civilian employees, and enlisted men. and would require an 
equal force under a permanent organization; and the de- 
tachment of any of them for sigual duty in the field in time 
of war would cause a great and lasting ivjury, if not destruc- 
tion, to the Weather Bureau Service, As it is not supposed 
that Congress intends to make its success, or its existence, 
contingent upon the happening of a war, and as the Army is 
maintained with the purpose of being prepared for war, it is 
earnestly recommeuded by me that in any permanent organ 
ization there shall be a clear and permanent separation of 
the force of offivers and men engaged under the Chief Sign: 1 
Otticer in the work of the Weather Bureau from the force of 
otticers and men wh» are to be available, in time of war, for 
service in the field in the performauce of sigual duties, 


The Secretary concurs in the views of his predeces- 
sor, that it is not well to raise the standard of admission 
to the Military Academy, but it would be best to extend 
the course to cover five years. It is believed tuat by sv 
doing, not cnly would the beuefits of the Academy be 
more widely extended, but that the graduates would 
be prepared to render better service to the country. 
He says: 

If the full number authorized bv law is educated at the 
Academy, no additional annual ex »ense is incurred by keep- 
ing the cidets throush a five years’ vourse, and it is not uu- 
likely that the decrease in the average number of annual 
graduates (one-fifth of the whcle uumber being graduated 
each year, instead of oue-fourth) would be #» much affected 
by a decrease in the percentage of rejec:ioms and of dismis- 
sus for deficiency, that the graduates from the Academy 
would more nearly equal the anuuil casualties in the Army 
thau is now ‘he case. Daring the dvc+de ending June, 1380, 
of nearly 750 appointments to the gride of 2d heutenant in 
the Army, only about two thirds were graduates of the Mili- 
tary Academy, so that uuder the present sy-tem less than 
two-thirds of the uumber of cadets posribie, and provided 
for under the law, are graduatei. From euch consideration 
as I have been able to give the subject, [ believe that this 
large deficiency is mainly owing to the compression of an 
uudue amount of work ioto a term of four years, causing 
not only many failures by the way, but uecessitating an ex- 
ceedingly rigid preliminary examination. In acourseof five 
years, not only would more time be given for the necessary 
studies, but a pait of the first year could be considered as a 
period of probation, avoiding the necessitv of a very severe 
preliminary examiaation, and better enabling the Academic 
Board to form a just idea of the zeueral fitness of the young 
cadet to grapple with the higher studies. 


Attention is called to the report by Chaplain Mullins 
on education in the Army, and his recommendation for 
the enlistment of 150 competent men to be rated 
as schoolmasters, and with the pay of commissary 
sergeants, is approved. The average attendance at the 
post schools is 912 enlisted men and 1,890 children. 
Brief reference is made in the report to the Soldiers’ 
Home, the Goverument Asylum for the Insane, the 
rapid progress of the work on the Records of the Re- 
bellion, the necessity for $550,000 to continue the work 
on the War Department Building, to the Free Bridge 
at Georgetown, to the completion of the Cowpe 
monument, and to the laying of the coruer stone at 
Yorktown. Of the improvement of the South Pass of 
the Mississippi, the Secretary says: The total expendi- 
tures of the Government up to this time, on account of 
this improvement, are $4,550,000 It will be seen that 
there has been a substantial maintenance of the pre- 
scrived channel during the eighteen months last past, 
with a loss of only four days, and that the remarks of 





my predecessor's report Concerning the permanency of , 
this work are confirmed, to alarge extent, by the results 
obtained during the second year of successful opera 
tion of this remarkable improvement, 
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REtORT OF THE NAVAL ADVISORY BOARD. 


Unsirep States Navy Department, 
Wasnineton, D. C., November 7, 1831. 


Hon. William H. Hunt, Secretary of te Navy: 

S1r: The Naval Advisory Board, convened by your 
order for the purpose of recommending the immediate 
construction of such number and classes of ves-els as 
Congress would be most likely to approve, in order to 
satisfy the pressing need of appropriate vessels in the 
service at the present time, has been in session since 
the Lith of July lest, and, having co.apleted its labors, 
bas the honor to submit the following report : 

Bv the prescriptions of the order of the department, 
the Board was rc quired to determine— 

1st. The number of vessels that should now be built. 

2d. Their class, size and displacement. 

8d. The material avd form of their construction. 

4th. The nature and size of the engines and machin- 
ery required for each. 

6th. The ordnance and armament necessary for each. 

6h. The sppropriate equipment and riggivg for each. 

7th. The internal arraugements of each, and such 
other details as might seem to be necessary and proper; 
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It is the opinion of the Board that the maximum sea- 

, Speed that can be recommended as the measure of the 

—_ of the largest class of vessels is fifteen knots per 
our. 

Since the necessities of the service demand a class of 
vesst Is that should pot draw over nine and one-half feet 
of water, and since a sea-speed of ten knots per hour is 
the greatest that can be depended upon with this 
draught (other qualities being given due weight), it is 
the opinion of the Buard that ten knvts should Le 
recommended us the minimnu’n sea-speed in measuring 
the sizes of vessels. 

The Board is of the opinion that classes of vessels 
represented by sea-speeds of thirtzen and fourteen 
knots are very useful in time of peace and of the great- 
«st possible value in time of war, and that such vessels 
should now be built, 

The sizes of the wooden vessels now in service and 
available correspond to sea-speeds of eleven and twelve 
knots. These speeds are not considered by the Buaru 
as efficient ones for war service; nor are these vessels 
capable of maintaining it asarule. Still, the classes 
which they represent are excellent for ordinary service 
wo-k, and are more fully represented in foreiga navies 





ani— 
Lastly, the probable cost of the whole of each ves- 


sel when complete and ready for service. 

After a thorough examination of the intentions and 
the scope of the order, it was decided by the Board to 
first determine the number, class, size, speed, arma- 
ment, ete., of the unarmored cruisers necessary to ful- 
fill the immediate necessities of the service. This deci- 
sion was based upon the considerations, that— 

The order expliciily stated that the necessities of the 
present time were to be provided for. 

At present the uvarmored vessels of the service are 
the only ones required to carry on the work of the 
Navy. 

The unarmored vessels now in service are altogether 
inadequate in number and efficiency for the work that 
they are constantly called upon to perform. 

In taking such vessels first under consideration, not 
only are the pressing needs of the service grestly re 
lieved, but the basis of an efficient defensive and offen- 
sive force in time uf war is established. 


THE NUMBER OF UNABMORED VESSELS NOW TO BE BUILT. 


The first step taken by the Board, in its determina- 
tion of the number of vessels that should pow Le built, 
was to thoroughly investigate the present condition of 
the fleet ; the number of vessels in service in the squad- 
rons; the number of vessels in reserve uvailable for re- 
lief ; the estimated life-time of the vessels; the cost of 
putting them in condition for active service, and their 
comparative efficiency as mensured by their speed, ar- 
mament, size, etc. (See evidence given by the Chicfs 
of the Bureaus of Construction and of Steam Eogineer- 
ing, appended, pp. 91 to 105.) 

In this manner a knuwledge of the number of vessels 
now available was obtained, and it was found that of 
61 unarmored cruising vessels now on the Navy list 
(torpedo vessels, dispatch vessels, tugs and sailing vcs- 
sels excluded) but 32 either are available, ur can be 
made go at acest low enough to warrant the expendi- 
ture. Of these 32 vessels, 24 are at present in comniis- 
sion in the squad:ons, leaving a reserve of 8 for the re- 
lief of ships requiring repair, etc., or 25 per centum of 
the whole number, while throughout the world it is re- 
cognized that, in order to keep up the strength of a 
wooden fleet. a reserve of 50 per centum is necessary. 

It is the opinion of the Board that, taking into pro- 
per cor sideration the various requirements of the differ- 
ent syuadrons for surveying, deep-sea sounding, the 
protection and advancement of American commerce, 
exploration, the protection of American life and prop- 
erty endlanzered by wars between foreign countries, and 
service in support of American policy in ‘aatters where 
foreigo governments are concerned, 43 unarmored cruis- 
ing vessels are required coustantly in commission, or 12 
more than are possibly available now in case of the 
most urgent necessity, both in commission and reserve. 
Increasing this number by 50 per centum, in order to 
obtain a reserve of sufficient strength to maintuin the 
effectiveness of the ficet, a total of 65 vessels is obtained, 
which would be sufficient, were it not for the fact that 
the present condition and limited life-time of some of 
the vessels included will soon weaken the number very 
materially. To allow for this loss, it is tie opinion of 
the Board that 5 more vessels should be added, giving 
a total number necessary to perform efficiently the work 
of the Navy at present of 70 vessels. 

Taking from this the 32 vessels now available, the 
Bo rd is of the opioion that 33 unarmored cruisivg ves- 
sels should now be Dui.t. 

THE CLASS, SIZE, AND DISPLACEMENT. 

In determining the class, size, and displacement of 
the usarmored vessels to be recommended, the Board is 
of the opivion that the first quality necessary to be de- 
velopea, in order that a vessel shall be thoroughly 
cffictent. is the capability of maintaining a high rate of 
speed at sea for a protracted period. 

The Board decided that, 1 estimating the proper 
speed allowance for veesels, what is commonly koown 
as maxinum speed, or speed in smooth water on the 
measured mile, should not be considered, 18 such a basis 
isg deceptive one; but that the speed recommended 
should be the average speed at sea that the vessel would 
be capable of making under full power. 

In order that a high rate of speed may be maintained 
at sea, a great weight of machivery is necessary, and 
also a great amount of space in the holds of the vessel. 
These demands alone plece a limit upon the minimum 

displacement of the ship; while, on the other hand, the 
necessity of keeping within bounds in the draught of 
water of the ship, and of restricting the length and 
© ber measurements to] mits that will p-rmit a prop.r 
amount of = 
limit upon maximum displacement, 
qeeatly upon the speed. 


than the bigher ones. (See tabulateu statemeut of for- 
eign unarmed vessels appended, p. 108.) 

It is the opizion of the Board that the classes should 
be perpetuated by replacing these vessels as they wear 
out with modern vessels that shail be fully equu! to the 
speed requirements. There is now however, a suffi 
cient number of vessels of these classes avuilable for 
the duty required of them, and the Board does not 
recommend the building of avy more at present. 

The Board is of the opinion that the interests of effi- 
cieucy and economy will best be satisfied in recommend. 
ing that, of the 88 unarmored cruisers to be built, 2 
should be 15-knot vessels of about 5.873 tons displace- 
ment; 6 should be 14-kuut vessels of about 4,560 tons 
displacement ; 10 suould be 13-krot vessels of about 
8 048 tons displacen ent; 20 should be 10-knct vessels 
of about 793 tons displacement. 


MATERIAL OF OONSTRUOTION. 


It is the opinion of the Board that owing to the large 
supply of suitable timber at — on hand in the navy- 
yards, which the interests of economy demand should 
be utilized, the familiarity of our eastern workmen with 
wooden ship-building, and their dependence upon it for 
a livelihood, the resources of the country with respect 
to this material, and the possibility of building wooden 
vessels of a limited size that shall be staunch, eflicient, 
and economical, the 10 knot class of vessels should be 
bui.t with live-oak frames, plaoked and ceiled with yel- 
low pine. 

Toe most difficult question brought before the Board 
for its decision has been that of the proper maternal of 
construction for the hulls of the vessels of the larger 
classes. It was at first decid:d that, since iron sbip- 
building is now well developed in the United States, 
since the excellence andeconomy of this materia! for the 
bulls of vessels has long been indisputably established, 
and since iron vessels could be built with an absolute 
certainty that they would fully meet all requirements of 
efficiency, the Board should recommend irvn as the ma- 
terial of construction. 

Upon further investigation, however, the Board is of 
the opinion that, not withstanding the greater cost of steel] 
asa ship-building material, the lack of experience in the 
manufacture of steel frames in this country, and the ex 
perimental stage that eteel ship-building is still passing 
through in Europe, it should be recommended as the 
material of construction for the bulls of the 15, 14, and 
18-knot vessels, for the following reasons : 

1st. The great saving realized in weight of hull, 
which, by making possible the acquirement of equal ad- 
vantages on reduced dimensions, compensates in a great 
measure, if not entirely, for the difference in vost be- 
tween steel and iron. (See evidence, p. 118 et seg.) 
2d. The increased strength of hull and increased im- 
munity from damage in grounding or in light coliisions. 
(See evidence, p. 118, et seg.) 

8d. The rapidly increasing success that attends the 
construction of steel bulls in Europe. 

4th. The certainty that steel is in the very near future 
toalm st entirely supplant iron inthe construction of ves- 
sels. o statement of the progress in steel ship-build- 
ing in Europe, appended. ) 

5th. The impetus that such a step, taken by the Gov- 
ernment, would give to the gencral development of 
steel manufacture in this country. 

6th. The necessity that, when the ships recommended 
are completed, they shall in all respects be equal to, if 
not better, than any of their cluss in foreign navies. 

Finally, that for the reputation and the material ad- 
vantage of the United States it is of prime necessity that 
in this country, where every other industry is develop- 
ing with gigantic strides, a hold and decided step should 
be taken to wia back from Europe our former prestige 
as the best ship builders of the world. 

It is therefore the opinion of the Board that the fif- 
teen, fourteen, and thirteen kuot classes of vessels should 
be built throughout of steel. 

FORM OF OONSTRUCTION. 

It is the opinion of the Buard that the form of con- 
struction of the vessels should be such as to give a 
powerful fore-and aft fire from the battery; and, io 
order to fully attain it, it is recommended that the fif- 
teen, fourteen, and thirteen kuot classes of vessels be 
provided with projecting half turrets forward and af:; 
that they be provided with recessed bow-ports, capable 
of permitting both head and beam fire; that the neces- 
sary arrangements be made for permitting the installa- 





tion of a stern pivot-gun that shall command stern, 
' quarter, and beam fire; that channels shall be done 
‘away with, and the old style of standing cat-head be 
replaced by a swinging davit. 

The Board is of the opinion that slid metal rams 


| their bows should be strengthened for 


The Board is of the opinion that all vessels should 
have as many water-tight compartinents as can be con- 
sistently put in, aud that double bottoms are desirable 
where practicable. 

The Board is ot the opinion that topgallant-forecastles 
should be fitted to all ships; fo~ the protection of the 
bow-gups, to give increased berthing space to the crew, 
and to favor the strength and dryness of the forward 
part of the sbip. 

The Board is of the opinion that the poop cabins 
would be a disadva: tage on the fifteen, fourteen, and 
ten knot vessels, but that such structures should be pro- 


| Vided for the thirteen knot class. 


The Board is of the opinion that the fifteen and four- 
teen Knot classes should have a covered gun-deck, 
while the thirteen and ten knot classes should have 
single decks. With regard to the fourteen-knot class 
it was found that the desired speed could be realized ou 
a displacement of 4.200 tons, but that this tonnage would 
necessitate a single deck, which in turn would entail a 
sacrifice of armament of pearly one-half the battery 
that a vessel of that class should carry; this reduced 
battery would also be much exposed in action, yet again 
the berthing space would be quite insufficient for the 
number of meu to be carried. It was decided that the 
displacement should be increased to 4,560 tons in o: der 
that an unper deck could be carried, real.zing as far as 
possible all the a:lvantages to be expected from a vessel 
of that class. 

NATURE AND SIZE OF ENGINES AND MAOHINERY. 
The Board is of the opinion that the engines of the 
unarmored vessels recommended should be of the hor- 
izontal, back-action, compound type, vita steam jack- 


eted cylinders, surface-condensers, and independent 
expansion valves on each cylinder; that the boilers 
should be of the ordinary cylindrical type, with return 


tubes above the furnaces, and of a strength capable of 
carrying a workiug pressure of ninety pounds to the 
square inch. 

That the screws should in all cases be fixed. four- 
bladed, and of a uniform pitch, one screw for each ves. 
sel. That all the machinery should be below the water 
line, and should be further protected from shot by the 
coal in bunkers arranged for that purpose. That the 
smoke-pipes of the fifteen, fourteen and thirteea-kuot 
classes of vessels should be telescopic, while for the ten- 
knot class it should be standing, with such a hinged 
arrangement that in case of necessity it can be lowered 
fore and aft on deck and secured. That ihe smoke 
pipe of the ten-kuot class be made also a ventilator 
by means of an inner concentric pipe. 

That in all classes of vessels the ashes be dumped 
into an iron tube, the upper end of which is within the 
fire-room hatch, the lower end leading though the bot- 
tom of the ship, 20 as toavoid carrying them to the 
side to be dumped overboard. 

That all classes, except the ten-knot one, be provided 
with the most approved system of steam or hydraulic 
steering apparatus; that the capstaus be fitted to work 
with either steam or hand-power, and that all ve sels be 
provided with a complete and thorough system of ven- 
tation, (iteusons for adopting single instead uf twin 
screws. Appended, pp. 126.) 

THE ORDNANOE AND ARMAMENT. 


It is the opinion of the Board that, in order that the 
vessels of our service may be able to oppose to foreign 
men of-war an armament of a power sufficient to place 
them on an equality in fighting strength, it is impera- 
tively necessary that a reliable type of high-powered, 
rifled, breech-loading guus should be introduced iato 
the service; that these guus should have a length of 
bore of at least twenty-six calibres, in order that their 
power may be fully developed; and that steel should be 
the metal used in their construction, in order that the 
greatest atrength and safety may be combined with the 
least necessary weight. 

That culibres of eight and six inches furnish the most 
satisfactory combioation of total weight, individual 
power and number of guns for the armament of unar- 
mored vessels. 

It is the opinion of the Board that, while every gun 
should be given as great an arc of train as possible, the 
arrangement of the battery should be such as todo 
away as far as possible with the necessity for shifting 
pivot or transporting the gun from one port to another; 
and that, where possivle, the heaviest calibres of a bat- 
tery should be given the greatest command. 

t is the opivion of the Board that the fifteen-knot 
class of vessels should carry 359 tons of armament, the 
fourteen knot class 280 tons, the thirteen-knot class 161 
tons, and the ten-knot class 32 tons. (For arrange- 
ment of batteries, see report of Committee on Ord- 
nance. Appended, pp. 130 ¢ seq.) 

It isthe opinion of the Board that, owing to the rapid 
and complete development of a new and powerful gun 
system, known as the Hotchkiss Revolving Cannon, by 
which steel shell of from one and a half tot woand three- 
quarter inches in calibre can be fired at the rate of from 
twenty to fifty shots a minute, the gun being aimed 
from the shoulder, and the shells being capable of 
piercing the sides of any unarmored vessel afloat at 
three hundred yards, the guns and crews of unar:cored 
vessels shou!d not only be protected wherever possible 
by bulwarks and decks, but wherever possille steel 
shields or mantlets of medium thickness should he 
provided én addition as a protection from bursting shells 
and flying splinters. 

It is the opinion of the Board that at least four guns 
of this type should be provided for every vessel in the 
service, to give protection against torpedo attacks, to 
use in general action, and on land service. 





That light machine guns should be provided for all 
vessels for use in torpedo attacks, in ship’s tops during 
general action and on land service. 

That a thoroughly approved type of magazine-rifle 
shouid be adopted for use in the ser7ice. 


in maneuvering power, a| 
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installation of a stern gun equal in calibre to those of 
the broadside battery, and capable of commanding a 
complete stern, quarter, and beam fire. 


EQUIPMENT AND RIGGING. 


The Board is of the opinion, that all classes of vessels 
should have full sail power; the amount of sail surface 
not to be less than twenty-five times the area of the im- 
mersed midship section. 

The fifteen, fourteen, and thirteen knot classes of 
vessels shuld be ship rigged, and the ten kuot class 
barquentine rigged. 

Tne lower rigzing in all cases should set up at the 
side without chanuels. 


THE INTERNAL ARRANGEMENTS. 


The Board is of the opinion, that the fifteen and four- 
teen knot cruisers should bave a bridge forward of the 
forward smoke stack, aud another one furward of and 
near the nizzen mast. 

That there should be a pilot house c ‘nnected with 
forward bridge, and a covering should be provided for 
the protection of the after helimsman, such as can be 
properly made consistent with his clear view of the 
suils, 

That the head, for the use of the crew, should be 
under the topgallant forecastle, fcrward of and between 
the recessed bow ports. 

That the galleys shou!d be on the gun deck. 

That the after state rooms of the ward room should 
be so arranged as to have as nearly as possible the same 
cubical contents as the forward ones. 

That the after compartment of the ward room should 
be provided with bath rooms. 

That wash rooms should be provided for the steerage 
offivers. 

That the thirteen knot class of vessels should have a 
bridge forward of the smoke-stacks, having a pilot 
heuse connected with it. 

That the other internal arrangements of this class 
sho Id coufurm as far as possible to those of the higher 
classes. 

That the ward room and steerages of the ten-knot 
class should form a single apartment. 

It is the opinion of the Board that after this adjourn- 
ment sine die the naval constructors, members, should 
be ordered to prepare the proper building plans of the 
vessels recommended by it, in conformity with the modi- 
fications adopted, together with the specifications em- 
bracing the size of the material, so that should these 
vessels be at any time ordered .o be constructed there 
wil) be no delay in procuring the material and com 
mencing the work, The plans and specifications, so 
prepared, to be deposited inthe Navy Department 

In jike manner aud for like reasoas the Board is of 
the opinion that drawings of the machiuery of these 
vess“!s should be prepared under the supervision of the 
eogineer members of this Bourd, or of such of them as 
may be directed. 

THE COST OF EAOI VSSEL READY FOR SERVIOE. 

The Bart is of the opinion that the cost of a single 
vessel of each class, built in conformity with the fore- 
going reco nmendations, Complete and ready for service, 
will be as follows:

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TRON-CLADS. 


After x thorough examination und discussion of the 
scope of the department orders, it was decided by the 
Board that the determinaiion of the number, class, size, 
ete,, of iron clads necessary to makethe Navy thoroughly 
effi:ient should not be considered, for the following rea- 
8008 : 

1s'. In times of peace iron-clads are not necessary to 
carry on the work required of the United States Navy 
This type of vessels is therefore outside of the category 
of vessels that the Board is ordered to recommend. 

2d. There must be a limit to the amonnt of money 
that Congress would be willing to appropriate for the 
Construction of the Navy and this limit is without 
doubt a very restricted one. Efficient iron clads cvuld 
not he constructed at a cost of less than from three and 
& half to four millions of dollars apiece, and should an 
attempt be made to determine a number in any degre’ 
adequate to the necessities of defence in case of war. 
the result would certainly be that neither a satisfactory 
Unarmored fleet for positive present needs nor an effi- 
Clent armored defensive fleet for war purpuses could be 
Provided. 

81. Aithongh our iron-clads do not. compare favora- 
bly with those of foreign nations in size, speed, armor 
Or vrimament, it is considered that they are still capable 
Of strengthening our harbor defence, and this strength 
may be greatly increased by the adoption of auxiliary 
Means of defence that shall not call for the expenditure 
of such large sums of money as would preveut the full 
development of the unarmored fleet. 

4h. [tis the experience of foreign navies up to the ¢ 
Present time that any type of iron-clad vessels intro- 
duced becomes so iuferior as to be almost obsolete for 
general purposes in a period of about ten years. lu 
order to, as far as possible, couateract this evil, it woul J 
necessary for the Board to enter into the closest pos- 
sible study of the present condition and course of devel- 


possible. Not only must foreign designs be studied, 
hut independent ones must be made, modified, and cor- 
secied; Cilculations must be made, and radical changes 
| must be thoroughly examined. The limit of time given 
to the Board within which to prepare its entire report 
§ allogetner inadequate for the study of this branch of 
the subject alone, so that no thoroughly satisfactory re- 
sult cuula be obtained. 
| Finally, no type of iron-clad vessel could be developed 
intelligently without knowing what weight and calibre 
of orduance was to form her armament. A most serious 
obstacle to the estublisument of this element, and one 
that is not generally kKuown in this country, is the posi- 
jlive uncertainty that at present an efficient iron clad 
armamentcould be procured otherwise than by purchase 
io u fureign market, which it is considered that the 
country would not permit. Within the past four years 
the development of artillery power has been immense. 
Tue first 16 and 17 inch guns provided for the British 


they had left the foundries, through this development. 
It may be said, with equal truth, that almost all rifled 
guns constructed prior to 1873 are now so inferior in 
power as to be considered noworthy of future construc 
tion. It would be decidedly iuadvisable to arm any 
iron clad that might be built with other than what is 
knoowr as high powered, breech-loading ordnance, nor 
would calibre of less than 10 inches be at all satisfactory 
for iron-clad armament. 

It isa matter of great uncertainty whether the con- 
struction of an efficient, high-powered, steel, Lreech- 
loading gun of 10 iuches calibre could be successfully 
completed in this country. This is not due to any lack 
of skill in doing the work, but in the great hesitation of 
founders to accept the risk of attempting to furnish 
such large inasses of steel uf the necessary qualities, 
with no previous experience in tue work to serve as a 
guide; ulsv in the total absence of the proper appoint- 
ments or plant in this country to prodace the masses re- 
quired. Such plants can readily be constructed. but 
vuly at such a great cost as to deter manufacturers from 
establishiug them, since they coujd only be made re- 
munerative by building heavy guas for this Govern- 
ment, 

It is not considered that this weakness of the country 
should give rise to unnecessary alarm. Preliminary 
steps have already been taken tv overcome the obstacle, 
and although the results are now, and for some time to 
come will be, too uncertain to warrant any recommen- 
dations by the Buard, it is of the opinion that satisfactory 
ordnance can be built in this country in the near fu ure. 
It is coasidered, however, that this defensive weakness 
of the country should be made known to Congress and 
the people iu order that obstables may not be inad- 
vertently thrown in the way of overcoming it. 

By not recommending the immediate construction of 
irouclads, the Board by no means pronounces against 
their necessity in the future. Suh vessels are absulutely 
needed for the defence of the country in time of war ; 
and if Cuougress will be willing to at once appropriate 
the large sum necessary for their constraction, thoroughly 
efficient vessels can be designed aud built in this 
couutry. 

The Board is of the opinion that in any case this sub- 
ject shculd receive the careful atteutiva of naval officers. 
As developments are made abroad they should be care- 
fully followed and noted by the Navy Department, and 
skilled officers should be permitted to familiarize them- 
selves with the latest improvements, and especially with 
such developments as are not understood io the wourk- 
shops of the United Siates, suv that in case of sudden 
necessity it would be prepared to enter at once upon the 
construction of suitabie vessels. 


RAMS. 


It is the opinion of the Boaid that one of the 
pressing necessities of the pres:nt time is to provide as 
far as possible for an efficient naval defence for the coasts 
and ba: bors of the country in case of a sudden emer. 
gency. Since it was decided that ironclads must be left 
out of consideration, it became necessary to determine 
upon auxiliary means of defence, which, although not 
so far-reaching in their protection, should still hold 
foreign armor d fleets in check uutil armored defeuce 
could be provided. 

It is the opinion of the Board that atype of fast and 
handy marine ramus would be erpecialiy valuable for 
such auxiliary defence. In determining the detail: of 
such a type. however, the Board was obliged to act en- 
tirely upon its judgment with regard to the pussibilities, 
since experience with this type of vessels is entirely 
lacking throughout the world. But two actual types of 
such vessels are available on which to base a judgment. 
The first, a type designed by Rear Admiral Ammen, 
U. S. N., whose correctness of details has never as yet 
been tested by actual construction; and the second, de- 
signs of the British ram Polyphemus, now afluut, aud 
whose main priuciples correspond with those of the 
American ram. 

After mature consideration, the Board is of the opin- 
ion that five rams of the general design propose by 
Rear Admiral Awemen should now be built; that these 
rams should be of about twe thousaud tons displace- 
ment, and that they should be constructed of steel. 

It is the opinion of the Board that the cost of any 
single vessel of this description would be, when cow- 
plete and ready for service, $500,000. 








TORPEDO VESSELS. 


It 1s the opinion of the Board that a torpedo service 
completely ongavizd as regards both personnel and 
materiel turnishes the most economical and elficient 
auxiliary voast def:uce attainable. Such a service, to 
be complete, n ust embrace pot ovly means of protect- 
ing channels aud barbors, but must extend its scupe to 
the open sea in the immediate vicinity of the coast, so 
as to effectually prevent the establishment of blockades, 
the formation or free operation of hostile squadrons at

It is the opinion of the Board that this open-sea work 
is best performed by a type of torpedo gunboats capable 


pedo outfit; to be thoroughly sea-going; to have a 
length between perpendiculars of about 125 feec; a 
displacement of about 450 tons, and a maximum speed 
of not Jess then 13 knots per hour. The cost of such 
a vessel complete aud ready for service would be 
$145,000. 

It is the opinion of the Board that five such vessels 
should now be built. 

For the strict ha: bor and channel service, the Board 
is of the opinion that ten steel vessels of the type 
known as the Herresh ff harbor torpedo boat should 
now be built ; to be about 70 feet long, and to have a 
maximum speed of not less than 17 knots per hour. 
The cost of a single one of this type of vessels, coum- 
plete and ready for service, would be $25,000. 

The Buard is of the opinion that these two types of 
torpedo vessels should be supplemented by ten steel 
cruising torpedo boats, that may be used as a reiuforce- 
ment, either to the rams and torpedo gunboats or to 
the harbor boats. These vessels to be about 100 feet 
long, and to have a maximum speed of not less than 21 
kuots per hour. The cost of a single vessel of this type, 
couplete and ready for service, would be $38,000.

It ig the opinion of the Board that this force will be 
thoroughly efficient for the work required of the Navy 
in time of peace, and that due consideration being given 
to the geographical position of the couatry with regard 
to the great naval powers; to the great rapidity with 
which torpedo defence can be perfected, both by laying 
mines and building torpedo vessels, and to the availa- 
bility of our commercial steamers for conversion into 
fast commerce-dest:oying vessels, it will form an effec- 
tive defence for our coasts in the sudden emergency of 
the outbreak of a war; permit of offensive meusures of 
possible vital importance, and hold a naval eueiny in 
check until armored vessels can be supplied to perfect 
the defence and undertake offensive operations.

REPORT OF THE SUB-COMMITTEE 


Of the U. 8. Naval Advisory Board on the Design, Ar 
rangement and Vost of Ordnance for Vessels of the 


Navy. 

Mr, Preswient and Gentlemen of the Board :—After hav- 
iag carefully studied tle sut-jects with whose special inye:- 
tig. ticn we have been char, d, keepiog in view the resolu- 
tions and limitations adopted by fall the Board with regard 
© them, we have the lx nor to report as follows : 

Design of Guns.—At ibe present time there are oo guns 
in the service larger than boat howitzers that will compare 
in power on efficiency with corresponding calibres of foreign 
new artillery. Our ordnance cousists mainly of smooth 
bores, supplemented by a limited number of rifles converted 
from the old guns. Of these the smooth bores are entirely 
obsolete, and the converted guns, although strong enough 
to be perfectly safe under a)l the ordinary circumstances of 
us* will not admit of high charges, end are therefore greatly 
deficient in power. 

The development of Ordnance in Europe has reached such 

@ point that no gun can be con-idered thoroughly efficient 
tnat cannot give to its projectile an iuitial velocity of xt least 
sixteeu hucdred (1,600) feet per second without exceeding 
what are considered n edium powder-pressures. In order to 
kee} these pressures within safe limits of gun-strains, s'ow 
burning powders must be used; and, in order that these 
powders may develop the high velocities necessary, the 
charges must be very large, weighing from one-third to one 
half as much as the projectile. The great amount of pow- 
der tw be burned, and the necessity for completely buroing 
it w.thin the bore of the gun, require a certain length of 
bore, considerably greater than that foard in smo th bores 
or rifles of early manufacture. After examining the results of 
the latest experiments carried on in Europe. we are of the 
option that this length of bre must be at least twenty-six 
ealibres, in order that our guns may be “—< m power to 
the best foreign ones of similar calibres. ‘The greatest ini- 
tial velocity pos-ible of attainment with guns possessing the 
limited strength and length of bore of our converted rifles in 
less than fifteen hundred (1,500) feet per second. Foreign 
stecl at.d composite guox buving a length of bore varying 
from tw nty-five (25) to thirty (30) calibres aod using the 
same kinds of powder that we now use, give to their projec- 
tiles velocities of over seventeen huudred (1,700) feet, reach- 
ing in some cases as bigh as twenty-one hundred (2,100) feet 
yer second. In other words, the actual power of the gan is 
fiom twenty (20) to sixty (60) per cent. more than that of 
our own. 

We therefore recommend the construction of a new type 
of ritled guns, having a length of bore of at least twenty-six 
cahbres, and having strength sufficient to withstand the 
}ree-ures from charges of from one-third to one-half the 
a of the projeciile. 

owever much the cheracter of slow burning powders 
may be improved, the strains to which the gun must be sub- 
jected will always be very great and the stiucture must be 
proportioned to them. ‘The weight of Ordnance allowed to 
a vestel of war is at best but a small percentyge of the total 
Gisplacement, so that every pound saved in the covstruction 
of the gun, beyond the weight that is absolutely necessary 
for controlling the powder pressures, becomes a matter ¢f 
importance as furnshing opportunity to increase the total 
power of the armament. For this reason we recommend 
t' e adoption of steel as the meta! for the new guns, as this 
et» gives the greatest strength combined with the least 


‘The space allowed for mancuvring guns aboard ship is | 


necesssrily limited. and, to such a degree, that the increased 
leugth of gun which is necessary makes it difficn|t if not im- 
ble to nee mugzle-loaders for brosd-ide batterics. 
‘urthermore, the-sduption of « good aystem of bi eech load- 
ivg permite the ication of simple and secure means for 
centering projectiles in the bore, thus increasing the accuracy 
of the gun and pre windage, so that the power of the 


gunpowder is fully utilized on the projectile. We therefore 
recommend that the new guns be breech-loaders. 

In deciding upon the most efficient calibres of guos for 
unarmored vesse!s, it is considered that the first object to be 
attained is to so grade the calibres that the battery shall be 
at least equal in efficiency to those of similar foreign vessels. 
Since the penetrative power of ritled projectiles is so much 
superior to the resisting powers of unarmored sbips, it is 
consideied that, in the distribution of the battery. a greater 
weight should be given to number of gans for effectiveness 
then to calibre of individual guns. At the same time, since 
provision must be made for attacks on shore defences, for 
action at long range and for poseible conflict with armored 
vessels, batteries must possess an element of strength in 
individual guny, greater than necessity x.ight call for ina 
duel with a shin of a similar class. After examining the 
composition of the batteries carried by foreign unarmored 
vessels, making up batteries of different calibres aud com- 
paring them, and sindyiug the powers and effectiveness of 
the different calibres, we recommend that for the armameut 
of our unarmored vessels the new guns be of calibres of 





eight and six inches. 

Owing to the thoroughly established exce'lence of the 
Hotchkiss revolving cannon for defence against torpedo 
attacks, boat service, and general fighting service, both 
atloat and ashore, we recommend that these, or guns of a 
similar type, form a part of the armament of al! unarmored 
vessels. For the same reasons we recommend that good 
types of machine guus, magazine rifles, and revolvers, also 
form a part of the armament of ali unarmored vessels. 

Sunmary of Designs of Guns Recommended.—\st. Steel, 
breech-loading, rifled guns of not less than 26 calivres 
length of bore, and of calibres of 8 and 6 inches. 2d. Re- 
volving canuon, 3d. Machine guns. 4th. Magazine rifles 
Sth. Revolvers. 

Arrangement of Ordnance.—Of late years, one of the 
favorite subjects for argument amongst naval officers, has 
been that of the advantages and disadvantages of end-on 
fighting ; and, as a corollary, the development or neglect of 
fore and aft fire. In our opivion, whatever superiority 
certain methods of attack miy possess, the aim, in the dis- 
tribution of the battery of a ship, shou!d be to give it the 
greatest possible command al] around. No commander can 
with certainty choose his method of going into action; nor 
has he entire control when once engaged. His battery then 
should be so arrenged as to give Lim good strength on all 
bearings, thus leaving him unhampered in his choice of 
manceuvres and avoiding the most disastrous of all evils in 
casa the ship is disabled in action ; that of having a dead 
ngle where an enemy may lie and force a surrender with 
impunity. 

By means of a simple graphic projection it is possible to 
compare different batteries and different arrangemcnts, and 
ascertain the true value that is represented by weight of 
metal and number of guns; this method we bave used in 
arranging the batteries recommended. A horizontal line is 
divided mio sixteen equal parts, the divisions representing 
bearings taken from the centre of the ship, and from right 


guns for head, bow, quarter, and stern fires is as great as 
it would be with the light calibre. The beam-fire gives an 
excellent combiuation of weight of metal and number of 
guns. With regard to the exposure of the spar-deck guns to 
musketry and machine-gun fire, it is considered that the two 
bow guns may and should be under the cover of a topgallant 
forecastle. It is easily possible to give thorough protection 
to the guns in the half turrets by means of light steel shields 
that would not weigh over three-quarters of a ton per gun, 
or giving a total additional weight for armament of three 
tons. The stern gun alone of all the batt-ry would be un- 
protected. 

We therefore recommend Battery No. 3 as the most effec- 

tive one for the allowance given, In order that a true idea 
may be obtained of its value when compared with corre- 
sponding armaments of foreign vessels, we respectfully sab- 
mit diagrams showing the relative strength of the batteries 
of the British frigate Shah, the French frigate Tour ville, and 
Battery No. 3:

The most objectionable feature in No. 4 is the reduction 
of the power, due to losing two of the 8 inch guns. Whilst 
in No. 3 two 8 inch guns are in action on almost every bear- 
ing, No. 4 allows only one except mght ahead where there are 
two, and on the quarter and stern bearings where there cre 
none. An attempt is made in No. 5 to remedy this most se- 
rious disadvantage, but it is done at the expense of coal- 
supply. It is proposed to take from the weight of coal an 
amount equal to the extra tonn»ge required for carrying 8 
inch guns in the after turrets. In doing this a reduction is 
made in the steaming power of the ship, from 5'¢ days at 
full speed to 5 days, and from 4,600 miles at 10 knots to 
4,300 miles.

strains on the non-water-borne sections. The pivot guns of 
No. 2 cannot be protected from small arm fie, while the 
bow guns of No. 3 are intended to go under a topgallant

We therefore recommend battery No. 3 as the most effec- 
tive one of the tonnage allowance given.

ever, to gain this superiority, it will be noticed the one six 
inch gun is mounted in the cabin. Although this style of 
mounting has beeu almost universally adopted abroad, it 
has never found favor with us, although it must be acknowl- 
edged that its neglect has made our corvettes and gunboats 
completely wanting in qvarter and stern fire. 

We recommend Battery No. 2 as the most effective one for 
the tonnage allowance given, and in thus recommendiug a 
departure from established custom, we respectfully call the 
attention of the Board to the fact that the surrender of U. 
8. 8. Hatteras to the Alabama was directly due to the com- 
plete Jack of stern and quarter fire of our ship. The Alabama 
took pcsition under her stern in a dead angle and left the 
Hatteras not only disabled but totally unable to return a shot. 

We have prepared a diagram showing the relative strength 
of the batteries of the British corvette Volage, the French 
covette Duguay-Trouin, the Dutch corvette Adjeh, and the 
American 13-knot corvette.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 
CAMPS OF INSTRUCTION. 


Gren. Daznyey H. Maury, of Virginia, who, as our readers 
know, takes a warm interest in everyihing that concerns the 
welfare of our State troops, favors us with the letter which 
follows concerning the establishment of camps of instruc- 
tion where the State troops may be assembled for drill and 
discipline, in company with regular troops, Ir connection 
with Gen, Maury’s k.tter we would refer tu what is said else- 
where on our editorial page on this same general subject : 

In the conveution of the National Guard Association, 
which eunveuved in New Yok iu Jauvuary, 1879, a commutee 
wes uppoiuted to report ou the best meaus for educatiou of 
officers of the volunteer service. Their report was made to 
the succeeding convention in St, Louix, October, 1879. 

Amo! gst the reoomnendations of that conmittee was one 
that ths UO. iced States Governme:t should e-tabli-h camps 
of instructiou with regular troops, at such t me »nd places 
as the Gove: nors of the +everal Scates may de-lygnuaie, about 
which miy be assembled the State troops for the pur.o-e of 
drili and disciple. 

At Yorktown recently we had a practical d monstration of 
the working of such » system of mulitary education, And if 
th.t Ovuteunial c:lebration of the ¢«stubi-hment of civil 
liverty Was an occurivu of chagrin or disappointment to any 
of the foreign or domestic tunctionaries conce:ned in it, 
there was ample opporiunity for the truvo; 8 asse.nvled there 
to enjoy a very comforta: le eucampment, with sgree vble and 
justructive ussuciation between the military forces of twenty 
Stites and the regal troops of tue Us. ited States, 

Several of the Liigades and :egimeuts cf the State forces 
availed themselve-~ of ths flue vu, p xtumty for drill. This 
was expecidly notable in the Maryiaud Brigade, which was 
iudustrivusly and cleverly worked by its brigade com- 
mander, Gen. He rbeit. 

Like the Virgimia brigade and some regiments of other 
Statex, the companies were brought together for the first 
time; and exerpt in the Corps of Virgini« Cadets, tne 9th 
Massachusetis, the 6th Marylend. the 13th New York, the 
New Jersey regiment, and the lst Virginia regiment, the ex 
celleuce of the ¢ mpany movemeuts was uvt equalled Ly 
the evolutions of the battalions, 

The 9.b Massachusetts was the only regiment I saw drill 
as skirwishers, aud us the uext war will be mamly fought by 
suerpsbooters, and as wuny of the ofticers present ou thot 
fiels had Jesrued the power of the sharpshowters in the last 
war, it is surprising that ouly one regiment at Yorktuwo 
seewed to have advauced beyoud the duuvle rank move- 
me: ts of an obsvlete rystem, 

Those exaci moveweuts are useful in their way, and make 
a tine shuw, but they bave very unpimportent relation to 
the real work of war, which awaits the suldier of this day, 
when next he goes into active service. 

The cowpetiuive drilis of volunteer comp?nies and Knights 
Templar, etc,, etc,, Lave all been decided upun tuis standard 
of exactiiude, and they have sumul.ted tue cultivation of 
that which urdeilies military co-vperauun and disci, live, 
uni our yieat arwy of vulunteers bas become well envuzh 
virsed iu these rudimentary exercises tu begin to rezca out 
to the higher grade of etncieucy. 

We hupe svon to see the prizes in these competitive con- 
tests giveu to those cumpauies or battalions which will in a 
given time deploy as »kumisbers and pnt the most bullets 
lutu the tugerw, When tis begius we will see the uuitorn.6 
sinplticd wud adapted to real service. Piumed hats and 
bear-ckin Ca; 8, feotuers, gold lace, and eveu swords will be 
relegated to Kuiybts ‘Templars xn i drum majors. A simple, 
€asy dress of gesy will replace the man-nuliinery affected 
tov muca now by sume org nizations that «re in all other re- 
spects pood and eflivicut suldiers, Wuo will make any uuiform 
Conspicuous, 

I velivve some legislation will be necessary before the sys- 
tc of Camps of instruction cau be made au suuual mstitu- 
lin, 

Su far as the artillery is concerned, the Secretary of War 
may at his di-cretiuu peruit the vtticers aud troups of the 
volunteer artillery to report fir duty iu the seacuass forts, 
end learn the service of heavy artulery, Our present artil- 
lery furce is entiwely iuadequate for tue defence of our luvg 
aud expo-ed sea frout, aud we way importantly supplement 
it by usiug the vuluutevr artillery as we have recommended. 

As the geuerel aduption of the “fail mau@uvres,” by 
Which Evugisnd has cceaied ber great volunteer army, will 
cui] tor legisiation, some action ou it seems advisable at once 
TLe time is very opportune for tavorable action. The Indians 
are quict, Tuer power is tiuatly broken, aud with it bas 
passed awey the chief occupaiiun of our very expensive 
Army, Scme people will beyin to say, ‘* When we have so 
Many thousands (130,000) of tine voluuteer troops who cost 
us LOtuing, whut do we want with 20,000 soldiers who 
cost us over $40,000,000 every yexr?” But when we can 
show that every year these men educate aud increase the 
Dliitary power of the couutry @ siroug argument against 
their reduc 10u will Le made. 

_ Alers cogent argument, but an important result of bring- 
iDg together every year these State truops aud regulars, will 
be found in the increase of harmony, mutual contidence, and 
ellicieuey of the suluiers wuo are to perpetu ite side vy side 
the power and the happiuess of tueir commen Guuntry.

pared to figbt in defeuce of iis position in the world. This 
is the main effect to be l wked fur in a Volunteer boiy ; but 
besides this, they would alsu be always the éife and uucleus 
of 4] national organizations for the general def: nce of the 
kingdom. But to trust eutirely or mainly to sny Volunteer 
furce of any kiud fur securicy #gsiust invasion would be 
wifully to shut our eyes to the great chunges in modern 
werfare, and to invite an attack, which wonld open our eyes 
some day, in the midst of terrible vauunal disaster.
